> 9 lifetime supply for < $2) and it seems to have helped. 

> Figure if it's good for catgut and horsehair it may help 
> give the cord some friction. Anybody ever do this? Does 

> rosin dry up and get hard? ......... 


I have done the same. It works to improve the situation only marginally 
however. With time the rosin loses some of its gripping power. There is 
one problem that rosin causes. If the part of the cord that winds around 


the drive shaft also goes around the tuning cap pulley the cord will not 
slip very well on the pulley to maintain good spring tension. The result 
may be the loops on the drive shaft loosen up and tuning fails at some 
point. 


The diameter of the cord affects how well the tuning works. More turns on 
the drive shaft work better but with too large a diameter the cord has too 
much "snap" when dropping back to the bottom of the "U" on the drive shaft. 
Try using a smaller diameter fishing line. 


If one can get hold of some real dial cord, the kind with the dacron outer 
covering, with the proper diameter and number of turns on the drive shaft 

no friction enhancing goop is needed. Just make sure the pulley and drive 
shaft surfaces are clean and smooth. A little Brasso can help there.

To add to your comments: I also have played with different tubes. It soon 
taught me a thing or two. One is that semiremote types act more like sharp 
cutoff types with regard to altering the AVC characteristic of a receiver 
designed for a remote cutoff tube. The S meter response can depart 
drastically from its scale markings. A small improvement in signal to 
noise ratio can be had, about 6 DB worth in my experience, hardly worth it 
considering the AVC problem. Modifying the AVC feed to an RF amp grid can 
be nearly impossible in a high impedance system. If you're going to change 
the RF amp you best have a lab quality signal generator so you can 
determine if a real overall improvement can be had with the proper 
modifications. 


I think a better approach is to use a really good tube in a preselector. 
Building a preselector is one of the more satisfying projects in ham radio. 
You can also use a preselector with different receivers.

So, henceforth, let's have NO re-posts from other sources referred to 
the list. Yes, I know this may sound pretty provincial, but those who 
really care have browsers and know where to look, and those who don't, 
probably don't.... 


I do NOT need the aggravation of someone who posts to a newsgroup and 
then has to fight off the hungry folks from the BA list who want to 
rearrange his viewpoint or calibrate his selling technique.

These is a bill, HR4025, that has been passed by the House of Representatives 
that contains wording to the effect that any asset formerly owned by the 
Department of Defense, of significant military value (definition includes 
anything that should have been demilitarized previously - like a St. Julien's 


Creek R-390A you've now repaired), be demilitarized at our cost. 


While I cannot see police roaming the streets making sure that you still 
have the yellow stripe on your St. Julien's Creek R-390A, it is a precedent 
that worries me. It probably will also further limit the surplus market. 


I will be contacting my elected representatives expressing my displeasure.
